tion, had made no manner of Defence for | 
himfelf, nor produc d other Arguments than # 
Prayers and Supplications to ſecure his Head ; | 
whereas, on the contrary, Epaminondas being . 
brought to the Bar, and falling to magnifie the: 
Exploits he had perform'd in their Service, 
and after a hanghty and arrogant manner re-; 
proaching them with Ingratitude and Injuſtice, 
they had not the Heart to proceed any further 
in his Tryal, but broke up the Court and de- 
paited, the whole Aſſembly highly commend- 


ing 
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ing the Courage and Confidence of chis'Man. 
Dionyſius the elder, afrer having by . a tediou 
Siege, and through exceeding great Ditficul- 
ries,” taken the City of Rheginm, and in it the 
Govetnour -Phyton,. a very-gallant Man, who 
had made fo obſtinatea Defence, he was reſol- 
ved to make him a tragical Example of his Re- 
venge/; in order whereunto, and the more ſen- 
ſibly co affli& him, he firſt told him, Thar be 
had. the Day before caus'd bis Son and all his Kin- 
dred to be drown'd: To which Phyton return'd 
no other Anſwer but this, That they were then 
by one Day happier than he. After which, cau- 
ſing him to beſtrip'd, and delivering him into 
the Hands of the 'Tormentors, he was by:them 
not only dragg'd through: the Streets of the 
Town, and - moſt ignominiouſly and cruelly 
whipp'd, but moreover, vilified with moſt bic- 
ter and contumelious Language: yet ſtill,in the 
Fury of all this Perſecution, he maintain'd his 
Courage » entire all the way, with a ſtrong

Becauſe it ceaſes not to attack even the wileſt, 
and beſt letter'd minds. There is not any one 
Vice, of which reaſon does ſo clearly accuſe 
the' Vanity, as of that; but it is fo deeply 
rcoted in us, that I dare not determine, whe. 
ther any one ever clearly ſequeſtred himſelf 
from it or no. Aﬀeer you have ſaid all, and ! 
believed all has been faid to its prejudice, it ; 
creates ſo inteſtine an inclination in oppoſition 
to your beſt Arguments, that you have little 
power, and conſtancy to reſiſt it: for (as Ci 
cero ſays) even thole who moſt controvert it, | 
would yet that the Books they write ſhould vi- | 
fit the light under their own Names, and ſcek 
to derive Glory from ſeeming to deſpiſe it. 
All other things are communicable, and fall 
into Commerce; we lend our Goods, and 
ſtake our Lives for the neceſlicy, and ſervice 
of our Friends; but to Communicate a Man's 
Honour, and to Robe another with a-Man's 
own Glory, is. very rarely ſeen, And yet we 
have ſome examples of that kind: © Carulns Lu 
atiys in the Cymbrian War, having done all 
that 'in him lay to make his flying Souldiers 
face about upon the Enemy, Tan biinfelf at 
laft away with the reſt, and counterfeited the 
Coward, to the end his Men might rather ſeem 
to follow their Captain, than to fly from the 
Enemy 
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Enemy ; which was to abandon his own repu- 
tation, to palliate the ſhame of others. When 
Charles the Fifth came into Provence in 'the 
Year 1537, 'tis ſaid, that Antonio de Leva ſee- 
ing the Emperour poſitively reſolv'd upon this 


| Expedition, and believing it would redound 


much to his honour, did nevertheleſs ve- 
ry ftifly oppoſe it in the Council, to the end 
that the entire glory of that Reſolution ſhould 
be attributed to his Maſter ; and that it might 
be ſaid, his own Wiſdom and foreſight had 
been ſuch, as that gronary to the opinion of 
all, he bad brought about ſo great, and ſo ge- 
nerous an Enterprize; which was to do him 
Honour at his own Expence. The Thracian 
Embaſſadors, coming to comfort Archileonida 
the Mother of Bra/idas upon the death of her 
Son, and rowing him to that height, as 
to fay he had not left his like behind him; 
ſhe rejected this private, and particular com- 
mendation to attribute it to the publick: Tell 
me not that, ( ſaid ſhe) I know the City of 
Sparta has ſeveral Citizens both greater, and 
of greater Valour than he. In the Battel of 
Creſſy, the Prince of Wales, being then very 
young, had the Vantguard committed to him, 


* and the main ſtreſs of the Battel hapned to be 


in that place, which made the Lords that were 
with him, finding themſelves overmatcht, to 
ſend to King Edward, that he would pleafe 
to advance ta their Relief ; who thereupon 
enquiring of the condition his Son was in, 
and being anſwered, that. he was yet living, 
ar.d on Horſe-back: I ſhould then do him

mance of the whole action. Many at Rome 
thought, "and would ufually fay, that the 
greateſt of Scipio's Ads, were in part due to | 
Lelius, whoſe conſtant practice: it was ſtill to : 
advance, and Shoulder. Scipio's Grandeur and 
Renown, without any care of his own. And 
Theopompus King of Sparta*to him who told 
him the Republick could not miſcarry ſince he 
knew ſo well how ro Command. *Tis rather 
( anſwered he) becauſe the people know ſo 
well how to Obey. As Women Thoceding to: 
Peerages, had* notwithftanding their Sex - the 
privilege to afliſt, and give in their Vores in 
the Cauſes that appertained to tlie Juriſdidti- 
on of Peers: So the Eccleſiaſtical Peers not-' 
withſtanding their profeflion, were obliged to 
affift our Kings in their ' Wars, not only with 
their Friends end Servants, bur in their own 
Perſons. As the Biſhop of Beauwvas did, who 
being with 7hi/ip Zugufius at the Battle of 
Bouvmes, had a notable fthare ini that action ; 


but he did not think it fit for him to partici-' 
pate 
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ate in the Fruit.and Glory of that Violent 
and Bloody Trade. He with his own Hand 


reduc'd. ſeveral of the Enemy that Day to his ' 


Mercy, whom he delivered co the firſt Gene 


| cleman he met either to Kill, ag.receive them 


to. Quarter, referring the execution to. another 
hand. As alſo did Wiliam Earl of Salibyry to 
Meflire Fear de. Neſle, with a like ſubtlety of 
Conſcience to the other we named before, he 
would Kill, but not wound him, and for that 
reaſon never Fought with a Mace. And a cer- 
tain. perſon of my time, being reproache by 
the King, that he had laid hands on a Prieſt, 
ſtifly and poſitively deny'd he had done any 
ſuch thing: the meaning of which was, he 
had Cudgell'd and Kick'd him.
